One of tho strangest an3 most interest- 


ing cases to tha medical profession as 
well us to the people is that of Miss 
Qraco Gridley, a pretty young lady of 
Amboy, His. 
Her singular case has 


called the attention of tho medical pro- 
fession far and vride, trad they have thus 
far been tinable to solve the mystery. 
Yotir ci -respondent called at the home 
of the'parenta at Arnboy, and was met at 
the door by Mrs. Gridley, a motherly 
woman, who, -when told of the errand, 


' 'It is very embarrassing for us, and 


we havo felt delicate in saying anything 
to strangers about onr ddar Grace. There 
is hardly a mail that does not bring let- 
lei's of advice and inquiries from doctors 
and strangers from all over the country. 
We havo asked the local papers to re- 
spect us in cur sad bereavement and say 
nothing about lhe> matter, and they have 
respected our request, but, as you say, 
there have been reports in other papers, 
and I don't know bnt that it would be 
best to have something like the facts ap- 
peal , though my husband or myself do 
not like the attention of our fricndd 
called to our sad trial. 


"Grace had a. severe case of la grippe 


along in February, from which wo wip 
posed she had fully recovered, but in 
March she had a relapse which left her 
languid. Sho was always a bright, act- 
ive child of a nervous temperament. She 
is now over 33 years of ago. We first no- 
ticed that, contrary to her usual custom, 
she wanted to lie in bed in the morning, 
which gradually grow upon her until on 
the 1st of April wo were unable to arouso 
her. 


"Medical assistance was called in, and 


not until a strong current of electricity 
had been applied did she awake. She re- 
mained awake for two days, and on the 
third wo ogam had to resoit to electrici- 
ty. She awoko with a scream, and said: 
'Don't do that; it Irarts me BO! Mamma, 
' I don't want to wake; I am so comfort- 
able. I understand and know every thing 
that is going on aiound me,' and shx 
sank back in that dreadf nl lethargy yot< 
find her in today. 


'•Yes, the got out of bed once. It wus 


several days after the second applica- 
tion of the battery, and we found her in 
the front parlor—her room is upstairs— 
by the window with an open Bible on 
her lap. She turned the leaves restless- 
ly, but did not seem to read. I am sure 
she did not know what she was doing, 
and she did not seem to recognize me 
when I led her back to her room. She 
seems conscious at times, and to this day 
beems to notice tho presence of a stranger 
in the room, as the presence of any but 
the family seems to distress her." 


When asked if it had not been report- 


ed that the strange illness had been 
brought on by religious excitement at a 
revival, Mrs. Gridley said: "There has 
been such a report, but there is no truth 
in it, though Grace is an ardent Chris- 
tian and a member of the church. She 
has not attended any revivals for a 
year, and was never undxily excited over 
religion." 


Miss Gridley is slowly wasting away, 


though she is given liquid food about 
every three hours, and swallows natu- 
rally. At times she seems to be awake, 
opening her eyes about a quarter of the 
way. 
She turns herself in the bed and 


seems to have control of her limbs. 


'•When she had opened her eyes," said 


Mrs. 
Gridloy, "we have earnestly asked, 


even implored, Grace to make some sign, 
a movement of hand or eye, or to do 
something to show that she recognizes us, 
but she makes no sign. We can't under- 
stand it."—Cor. St. Louis Republic.

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INVESTIGATING THE SILVER FOOt. 


It was charged at the lime of tie pas- 


•age o! the Sherman Silver bill last Sum- 
mer that several members ol Congress, who 
toted for the bill, were speculating in 
Silver bullion aud realized handsomely on 
their inveotment when silver advanced to 
$1 20 per ounce. The press and the pub- 
llo generally commented severely on the 
course of the speculative Congressmen 
and finally Bepresentative Dookery intro- 
duced a resolution to investigate the sub 
ject. 
The resolution WBR referred to a 


committee, which for private or other 
reasons, made no investigation ot at least 
made no report to the House. Last Mon- 
day the question was again brought before 
the Hoxiso, end after general debate a 
resolution was adopted providing for a 
special committee of five members to in 
vestiijato the alleged connection of Con- 
gressmen in the silver pool and to inquire 
into the ownership of the 12,000,000 ounces 
of silver which the new Financial bill re- 
quires the Government to purchase. 


It ia to be hoped for the honor of the 


country that Congressmen have not beenj 
using their official position and opposing 
the free coinage of coinage of silver for the 
purpose of eoriahing themselves at the ex- 
pense of the public, bat there is reason for 
believing that a thorough and impartial in- 
vestigation will dissipate such hopes. 
That there is a pool, which advances ihe 
price of silver every mouth when the Gov- 
ernment is purchasing the 4,500,000 onncea 
required by law, and depresses tho market 
when the monthly Government purchases 
are made, thtre ia no doubt whatever, but 
it was supposed that this pool was com- 
posed of Wall Street brokers and not of 
members of Congress. The investigation, 
if thorough, will determine who tho specu- 
lators are, bat it is possible that the com- 
niittao appointed to make it may be mainly 
composed of members who nre in the pool. 
If men like Bland, of 
Missouri, 
and 


Wil'iamsi, of Illinois, who are first, last and 
all the time for free coinage, ate on the 
committee, and not overruled by anti- 
silver men, the truth may be arrived at 
and the Congressional speculators, if there 
be any, exposed. 


It will ba obssrved that the price which 


the Treasury Department pays for silver 
bullion is higher than the opeu market 
quotations at Ihe time of the pnrchase, ond 
the ordinary silver miner, who has to dis- 
pose of hi-) silver in small quantities, must 
invariably sell it at the open market price 
If the Slewatt free coinage amendment to 
the Satiaae Financial bill does cot become 
a law, Congress should compel the Treos 
ury Department to make regu atioas by 
which small producers ol bullion could 
sell direct to the Government without the 
intervention of middle men or brokers. 


INTENSELY COLD IN 
EUROPE. 


The weather on the eastern side of the 


Atlantic if the most severe experienced in 
three quarters of a century. Thn Thames 
.3 frozen near Richmond and navigation 
impeded; the coasts of Belgian), Holland 
and North Germany are blocked with ice 
and at theHebridee Sunday spirit thermome- 
ters indicated a temperature GO degrees be- 
low zero—nearly as cold as that recorded by 
Dr. Kane's expedition in the Arctic re- 
gions. The bay at Copenhagen is frozen 
and dynamite is used to break up the ice. 
Bavaria, Austria and Northern Italy are 
covered with snow and in localities along 
the Rhino there are deep snow drifts. The 
Seine in France is frozen at Lyons; there 
have been heavy snow falls in Spain and a 
violent bail and snow storm extended 
•onth from the Mediterranean into Africa. 


There is intense Buffering among the 


poor ia England aud on Ihe continent, and 
many persona have been frozen to death.

Captain Warner says the Piataa, o 


"Pah-Utes" as thoy ore officially called 
under bis jurisdiction are peaceable, but a 
the Captain, who is an old Novadan, and 
quarter of a century ngo had several en 
gogementa with the Indians, very wel 
knows there are thousands of Indians i 
Nevada who are not on reservations nod re 
ceive no annuities from the Government 
Many of these are beyond doubt nffecte 
with the "Messiah craze," and liable a 
any moment to commit depredations whic 
would precipitate a conflict with th 
whites. 


It should be borne iu mind that whit 


people at times become unbalanced unde 
so called religious excitement. Last Sprin 
hundreds ot people in the enlightened cit 
of Oiklaud, California, became alarmed a 
the ditmal forebodings of religious fanatic 
and left the city, believing it was doome 
to destruction. "When white people, in 
civilized community, have their 
hone 


turned by the harangues of fanatics, In 
dians, ignorant and untutored, cannot b 
expected to maintain their mental b-tluncc 
when one of their head men claims to hoi; 
direct communication with tha Great 
Spirit and tells thorn a Messiah is coming 
who will rastore to life all the Indians who 
have died for generations and aun<hiiat3 
the pule faces.

EDITOB JOURNAL:—In your paper of the 


10th in«t., I notice two articles relative to the 
Indians (especially the Pah-UUi) in this 
State.one a "special" from Curson, the other 
a communication from Beno signed "Jeru- 
sha Juniper." Being in a position to fully 
nndtrstand the "Indian situation." in this 
section of the State, I deem '.t my duty, not 
only to the lu w abiding and peaceful Indians 
under iny jniisdiction, but alao to the white 
citizens and settlers, who will. I am sure, 
feel some uneasiness and 
apprehension 


when tboy read tho articles above referred 
to, to refute, " in toto " the bold assertions 
made by yonr 0arson correspondent and to 
set at ease the anxiety of " Jerusha Juni- 
per," as to the whereabouts of the Pah-Ute 
Indians. 


The "gathering" of tho Indians in the 


vioicily of Pine Nut, alluded to in the dis- 
patch from Carson, was no doubt due to 
the fact that a delegation of five Indians, 
one Kiowa, two Arapahoes, and two Bun- 
nocks, with all the necessary recommenda- 
tions from their agents, were on a visit to 
ibo Walker River Be^erve to investigate 
the so-called " Messiah," each and pvi-ry 
one of whom was intelligent nud lully un- 
derstood the import of their impoitant mis- 
sion. 


These strangers returned to tins Agency 


to-day and repotted to mo in full their 
opinion of the Messiah, which I can assure 
each and every one of your readers was 
very satisfactory. 


They look upon the "M<iS3:ah" a* a 


gre.it "humbug" and will so report to their 
respective agents and tribes upon their re- 
turn home. 


The idea that any Indians DC at Pins Nut 


were or are in "war paiut" or making any 
demonstrations of an unfriendly nature is 
; r >postercus, aaJ where any rational per- 
sou could have secured any facts to warrant 
auoh a sensational telegram is beyond the 
comprehension ol those who are eminently 
conversant with the true situation. 


In reply to "Jtrusha Juniper" it might 


be we>l to state that very fow Pah-Utes 
habitually reside in Eeuo, and most of 
ihoae who temporarily live in that city re- 
side on this reservation, and of late there 
has been an xinnsnal large number of the 
permanent residents of the re=er»ation re- 
turned to their homes. It is not unusual 
for the Indians on the reservation to spend 
their Summers in the adjacent towns, but 
when the Winter sets in they seek a more 
genial clime and comfortable.qunters. 
I 


do not thick that the scarcity of Indians in 
the vicinity of Reno would be noticed by 
any one except some person whose imagi- 
nation had been stretched beyond the 
limit of prudence. 


All the Indians under my jurisdictiou, 


ooth on this and Walker River Reserve, 
have a most decided opinion for peace and 
good will for the whites, and -while they 
daily hear of all tho "silly" rumors of the 
'•Indian 
dissatisfaction" 
they 
remain 


quietly at horns and say nothing. 


II by a miracle any trouble should arise, 


the responsibility wonts to be placed not at 
the doora of the Indiana, but of those who 
originate suoh uncalled for and absurd re- 
ports as the disputoh from Carson and tbu 
effusion ot Jerusha Juniper.

A Scientific Opjtilo.i That Will Be Con- 


soling to All Humanity. 


The signs of impending death are 


many and variable. No two instances 
are precisely identical, yet several signs 
are common to many cases. 
Shake- 


speare, who observed everything else, 
observed and recorded some of the pre- 
monitory sipfns of death also. In the ac- 
count of the death, of Falstaff the sharp- 
ness of the nose, the coldness of the feet, 
gradually extending upward, the pick- 
ing at the bedclothes, are accurately de- 
scribed. 


For some time before death indica- 


tions of its approach become apparent. 
Speech grows thick and labored, the 
hands, if raised, fall instantly, the res- 
piration is difficult, the heart loses its 
power to propel the blood to the extrem- 
ities, which consequently become cold; 
a clammy moisture oozes through the 
pores of the skin, the voice grows weak 
and husky or piping, the eyes begin to 
lose their luster. 


In death at old age there is a gradual 


dulling of all the bodily senses and of 
many of the mental faculties; memory 
fails, judgment wavers, imagination 
goes out like a candle. 
The muscled 


and tendons get stiff, the voice breaks, 
the cords of the tabernacle are loosen- 
ing. 
Small noisss irritate, eight becomes 


dim, nutrition goes on feebly, digestion 
is impaired, the secretions are insuffi- 
cient or vitiated or cease, capillary cir- 
culation is clogged. Finally the central 
organ of the circulation comes to a stop, 
a full stop, and this stoppage means a 
dissolution. This ia the death of old 
age, which few attain to. 


Many people have an idea that death 


is necessarily painful, even agonizing; 
but there is no reason whatever to sup- 
pose that death is more painful than 
birth. It ia because in a certain propor- 
tion of cases dissolution is accompanied 
by a visible spasm and distortion of the 
countenance that the idea exists, but it 
is nearly tis certain as anything can be 
that these distortions of the facial mus- 
cles are not only painless, but take place 
unconsciously, In many instances, too, 
a comatose or semi-comatose state super- 
venes, and it is altogether probable that 
more or less complete unconsciousness 
then prevails. 


We have, too, abundant evidence of 


people who have been nearly drowned 
and resuscitated, and they all agree in 
the statement that after ti fow moments: 
of painful struggling, fear and anxiety 
pass away, and a state of tranquillity 
succeeds. They see the visions of green 
fields, and in some cases hear pleasing 
music, and, so far from being misera- 
ble, their sensations are delightful. But 
where attempts at resuscitation are Kttc- 
cessful the resuscitated persons almost 
invariably protest against being brought 
back to life, and declare that resuscita- 
tion is accompanied by physical pain 
and acute mental misery. 


Death is a fact which every man must 


personally experience, and consequently 
is of universal interest; and as facts are 
facts, the wiser course is to look them 
squarely in the face, for necessity is coal 
black and death keeps no calendar.— 
Medical Journal.
